SEEK TO DESTROY 
BOASTWISE LAWS 


Washington, July 16.—Charges 
that hostile foreign shipping interests, 
under the guise of opposition to flag 
discrimination, are “moving to attack 
and jultimately destroy coastwise laws 
of the United States,” are made in a 
memorandum addressed to Secretary 
Hoover and made public today by the 
shipping board. 

The memorandum, prepared by 
Vice Chairman Plummer, was for- 
warded by the board in connection 
with the sailing over a week ago of 
the Lamport & Holt steamer Vol- 
taire from Philadelphia to Halifax, 
N. 8S., and St. John’s, N. F., with 550 
Pennsylvania members of the Order of 
Elks. Instead of proceeding direct to 
ita destination, the Voltaire, it is al- 
leged, dropped its passengers, who 
were delegates to the Elks’ convention 
in Boston, for five days in that city, 
and then proceeded on its trip to Hal- 
ifax and St. John’s. 

Fined $200 a Passenger. 

Customs authorities at Boston since 
have fined the Lamport & Holt line 
$110,000, or $200 a@ passenger, for al- 
leged violation of American shipping 
laws, excluding foreign flag vessels 
from coastwise trade. The department 
uf commerce is understood to consider 
the case closed unless the British line 
appeals the decision of the Boston au- 
thorities. 

The board's memorandum, written 
before the Voltaire sailed, declared 
the board had been informed that the 
ship was preparing to take aboard at 
Philadelphia a large party of Elks 
“to land them in Boston.” At the 
conclusion of the convention there, 
the memorandum said, she was to 
proceed to Halifax and St. John’s, 
and “en route on her return to land 
the party of Elks again at Philadel- 
phia, the pretense being that this is 
really a trip from Philadelphia to 
Halifax and St. John’s with no real 
landing of passengers in Boston.” 

Charges Subterfuge. 

“Of course,’ the memorandum 
added, “the subterfuge of touching at 
the British ports of Halifax and St. 
John’s makes this none the less a 
violation of the coastwise laws of the 
United, States which the department 
of commerce is charged to enforce.” 

“Under the guise of opposition to 
flag discrimination,” the memoran- 
dum continued, ‘“‘there abundant 
evidence that hostile foreign interests 
are moving to attack and ultimately 
destroy the coastwise of the 
United States. That the present Brit- 
ish and Yontinental movement 
against flag discrimination includes a 
systematic effort to force the repeal 
and abandonment 
policy of this nation, was openly pro- 
claimed by the president of the Liver- 
pool Ship Owners’ association in his 
address at the recent annual 
meeting of that association. The 
Lamport & Holt liner Voltaire is 


owned by one of the member compan- 
jes of the Liverpool Ship Owners’ as- 
sociation.”

PRES UNABATED 


San Francisco, July 16.—Four west- 
ern states, two of them bordering on 
the Pacific ocean, and British Colum- 
bia, Canada, continued to be visited 
by forest fires today and reports in- 
dicate that many of the fires were 
beyond control. The fires in the state 
of Oregon, and the province of British 
Columbia, were under control, due to 
fire fighters and heavy rains. 

In California four national forests 
were scenes of a great destruction, 
while in the Shasta national forest 
the flames were subdued after having 
swept a circular area 12 miles in 
circumferance. Two hundred men were 
employed on this fire. The Tahoe na- 
tional forest fire advanced three and 
a half miles and destroyed 75 cattle 
and a sgddie horse which were on the 
range. 

Another fire in the same forest was 
being held in check. 

Santa Barbara Blaze. 

Conflicting reports as to the Santa 
Barbata national forest fire indicdte 
that 200 men were on the fire line 
greatly exhausted by fighting a wind- 
driven blaze.
